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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The replacement drawings received on 6/18/2009 are approved. 

Specification 

2. The amendment filed 6/18/2009 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

Moveable flaps 47, as depicted in Figures 3 and 4A, are each pivotallv coupled to 
respective limbs 44 by means of a hinge and are controllable by means of an actuator coupled 
to the hinge , (emphasis added) 

The original disclosure, however, does not disclose the moveable flaps as being 
"pivotally coupled' to respective limbs 44 "by means of a hinge" or being "controllable by means of 
an actuator coupled to the hinge". 

Applicant is requested to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

• the keel being configured to generate a closed loop of hydrodynamic force (claim 1 ) 

• the incident flow passing through the enclosed flow path being decelerated relative to 
the hull (claims 1) 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The amended claim 1 sets forth a keel that is configured to generate a closed loop of 
hydrodynamic force, and further recites the incident flow passing through the enclosed flow path 
as being decelerated relative to the hull (emphasis added). However, the specification, as 
originally filed, is silent on the features as being claimed. 

Applicants may note that a "closed" loop defines an arcuate path that has no distinct 
end, or that can be followed in either direction to arrive at the same spot. A "ring" structure 
accurately represents a closed loop. However, the "loop" keel of the instant invention is an 
arcuate structure having distinct ends, and is not a "closed" loop structure. Specifically, the two 
limbs of the keel are connected together only at one end, and not at both ends. Therefore, any 
hydrodynamic force generated by the keel is likewise not a "closed" loop force. 

Further, when water flows over a keel, a camber in a surface of the keel causes flow 
acceleration relative to another surface that has a smaller camber or no camber. However, the 
flow velocity over the surface having smaller/no camber would not slow down or decelerate, but 
would remain the same unless vortices or turbulence is deliberately induced. 
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In the present invention, water flowing immediately adjacent and over the keel's outer 
surface experiences "acceleration" relative to water flowing over the keel's inside surface. 
However, there is no change in the flow velocity through the loop keel as water enters the keel 
and flows over its inside surface. Therefore, there is no deceleration of flow relative to the hull. 
In fact, the incident flow passing through the enclosed flow path would experience no change in 
flow velocity relative to the hull. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
